I got to hear this in advance a little over a month ago at the Napalm 
Death/Obituary show (the club played it in between sets); my reaction 
at the time was "Hey, this sounds a lot like “Reign In Blood"!" Well, 
September 27th rolled around, and I bought the vinyl pressing(which is 
-get this- "blood-red"...Aren't you scared now?); my reaction THIS time 
was hardly different. While there ARE some obvious differences from 
"Reign In Blood", most of "Divine Intervention" will confuse the casual 
listener with that infamous third album. Not that that's a BAD thing: 
it's just a little disappointing to see that Slayer refuses to progress 
much past the 01d “play-as-fast-as-you-can" standard. All that said, it 
IS a heavy album: it's Slayer the way you always remembered- fast...and 
BRUTAL. (American Recordings) 


FUDGE TUNNEL: "Complicated Futility Of Ignorance" CD/CS/LP?---* * * I 
Note from 2020: | was one of the two people within my peer group who ever 
gave a shit about Fudge Tunnel - we thought they were pretty kick-ass, thanks. 
Sadly, the world didn’t agree, so my gushing, fanboy review of this album is 
being redacted, ‘cuz it didn’t age well, what with my predictions for 
Fudge Tunnel’s imminent dominance of the airwaves being rendered moot by 
their break-up shortly after this album was released. 


They were still heavy-as-fuck, though. Try ‘em out. 


SIEGE: "Drop Dead® CD/CS---* * * * 


This should be made mandatory listening material for anyone who 
considers themselves a fan of grindcore music. This 1984 demo recording 
was what inspired many of the "first-generation" grind bands to play in 
the first place. So what's it sound like? To the "untrained" ear, it 
may sound like 014 D.R.I., but after a couple of listens, you start to 
figure out that it actually goes much deeper than that. While D.R.I. 
played a hyperactive brand of hardcore punk, Siege distorted their bass 
and actually GRINDED. Siege's mixture of hardcore with that "grinding" 
sound caught on with those entrenched in the underground tape-trading 
scene, and a new genre was born. Unfortunately, they broke up a short 
time later. I'm just glad somebody finally had the good sense to press 
this lost gem on a more permanent format so us "latter-day" listeners 
can hear how it all began. (Relapse Underground Series) 


ULTRAVIOLENCE: "Life of Destructor" CD/CS/LP?---* * ¥% 


It may take a couple of listens(it also helps to be somewhat open- 
minded), but this album of heavy techno/industrial/"white noise" will 
grow on you. It's pretty unique for being in a genre that threatens to 
grow dangerously stale. Some songs are a bit excessive("Hardcore Mother 
fucker"is over 9 minutes long), but collectively, the whole album's got 
a pretty cool "concept" sound. If nothing else, it IS better than most 
of what's on Chicago's Wax Trax Records. (Earache) 


BRUJERIA: "El Patron" 7" EP---* * 4% 


Better than most of "Matando Gueros", but there's nothing new going on 
here. (Alternative Tentacles) 


DISRUPT: “Deprived” 7" EP==-* * * 4% 


An excellent sub-20 minute blast of anti-religion/establishment grind, 
with barely a chance to catch your breath between songs. Intelligent 
lyrics help the music eat your brain, and it's hard to suck when you've 
got two regular singers(Carcass take note). Besides, it's only $3, so 
you can't lose. (Relapse Singles Series) 


ANAL CUNT(A.C.): "Everyone Should Be Killed" CD/CS/LP---* * 
More crust from one of the pioneers of that sound. (Earache) 
AMORPHIS: "Tales From The Thousand Lakes" CD/CS/LP---* * * ¥% 


I'm not going to parrot every other review you've probably read about 
this album, because that's redundant and boring. I WILL go so far as to 
agree with the general concensus: it's going to turn out to be one of 
the best albums of '94. Amorphis has evolved from "that band with young 
members" into a group of real musicians who are, currently, ignored by 
the "mainstream" death metal audience. All that should change with 
"Tales.."; with its sub-Sabbath/Priest/Maiden riffs and REAL melodies, 
Amorphis should be around for a long time, outliving those who would 
blast-beat themselves into irrelevance. (Relapse)

PD: I'll start with the obvious--what happened to the tour? 


ALEX: Well that's really very complicated..it started off fine, and 
everythingwas going as we had planned it, but the manager started to 
ask for ludicrous amounts of money, even though he was already making a 
fortune. It just got to the point to where his price just kept going up 
and we finally just said "Fuck it, we can't afford to pay so much for 
such a small tour, to play in front of so few people". 


PD: What about headlining your own tour? 


ALEX: We simply can't afford to, and besides, who would pay to see JUST 
Pungent Stench? 


PD: More people than you think...you seem to be underestimating your 
popularity. 


ALEX: Oh, don't get me wrong: we know there is a demand for us to tour. 
We get letters all the time from people who want us to tour America; 
it's just all the petty shit that keeps us from doing so- paying the 
managers and agents, getting visas, permission to play the clubs. 


PD: So what's the likelihood of seeing Pungent in America in the near 
future? 


ALEX: Who's to say? We may come back in a year or so and do some shows 
in California or New York...who knows? We might even come back later 
this year- it just depends. 


PD: If you don't mind, I'd like to delve into the band's past a little: 
were any of you in bands before forming Pungent? 


ALEX: Yes, I was in a band called Carnage back in '87- we even put out 
a demo- and Martin played with us as a “session" guitarist on ocassion;.

ALEX: Venom? Man, by the time we le forming Pungent. Venom were well 
past their prime. Don't get me though: I've got every fuckin’ 7" 
and 12" by them, and worshipped them- wher they were still important 
you know. like in '82, '83. 4nc Napalm? You know. before "Scum" came 
out. they were listening to all those American hardcore bands like 
Mejesty, Siege. Deathstrike. end Master. Napalm Just took that sound 
ard blended it with speed metel for their first couple of albums. It's 
hard for anyone to sey WHO started WHAT enyway, because no band ever 
forms with ali these original ideas in their heads; they start out 
trring to sound like their favorite bands, and later on, after they 
learn how to play their instruments, they build on thet old sound. I< 
mean, Black Sabbath was before Venom, righ-? 


D: That's true...thongh a lot of people ignore those older bands. To 
continue, what was the reason for rerecording of "For God Your Soul.."? 


ALEX: Well, we hac to record the criginal's masters or two seperate 
tapes- & songs on one, 2 on the other- and when we asked *o have them 
sent to us, the one with two songs just dieppeared...the postal service 
over here is a little unreliabie, anyway. So we remixed the cther eight 
and redid the other two for the U.S. release. 


PD: Why was the album cover changed? 
ALEX: Well, there was a lega] problem with getting the original cover's 


artist to release the rights for U.S. pressings. We decided to ask the 
guy who did the picture for “Dirty Rhymes.."(Stefan Weber) to make a 
new cover for it. Actually, I like the new cover better; Stefan took 
the picture and did all these thines to the background with paint and 
shit. We saw it and said, “Fuck yseh, that's perfect!" 


PD: Who is Stefar Weber? 


ALEX: He's a friend of the band's; he's a teacher ang @ musician- he's 
been in a bend for close to twenty years now. We even recorded some 
songs in tribute. which they put on their latest album. We love all his 
work- he's fucking brilliant. 


PD: Just out of my own personal interest. 1 was wondering about the 
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vinyl pressing of "Club Mondo Bizarre...". 


ALEX: There was an initial pressing of 1000 copies, but we noticed that 
the guys who pressed the vinyl forgot to list one song, so we had them 
redone on white vinyl, limited to about 500 copies. We had most of the 
originals destroyed. We do have a couple of copies laying around to 
sell to the people who have written to us about merchandise. 


PD: How many people have written asking about the fan club? 


ALEX: Well, our mailing list, at last count, was about 700 people. But 
we've had problems with the mailing, so we have letters from as far 
back as 1991. Those problems have been taken care of, though, so every- 
one who's written WILL get a response. 


PD: What can people who write expect to get? 


ALEX: It's not completely done yet, but they'll get a list of whatever 
we have left of some of the older stuff, plus some newer shirts, etc. 
I'm also selling the complete, uncensored booklet by Stefan Weber that 
featured the photos from "Club Mondo Bizarre...". I've printed about 
2000 copies; there's about 1800 left. Anyone who wants one can just 
send $2 to the Pungent address. 


PD: Are there any new bands that you think show some promise? 


ALEX: Not really. 
BS 
PD: How about older bands who still put out stuff? 


ALEX: I still like the bands who have stuck to their sound 

and refuse to change and fit into whatever's currently popular, like 
Macabre and Autopsy. All the new bands out now are trying so hard to 
sound like everyone else. 


PD: Do any of your songs have any basis in reality? If so, which ones? 


ALEX: Some songs do; most are just sick shit we came up with. "“Klyster 
Boogie" has SOME reality to it: the singer's a total shit-lover! 


PD: When can we expect to see new Pungent material? 


ALEX: We've already got about seven songs ready, and we hope to put out 
an EP and an LP at the same time, around spring or summer. 


PD: Do you guys get pissed when people criticise your lyrics as 
juvenile and simplistic? 


ALEX: Pissed? No, we don't give a fuck. That's our intent in the first 
place- to try and find as many ways as possible to offend as many 
people as possible; if it's the lyrics, cool; if it's the music that 
bugs them, that's fine, too; if it's the album covers, then it's really 
not a surprise. If they're really THAT offended to where they don't 
like us, then they don't have to listen to our stuff- Nobody's fuckin’ 
forcing them to, are they? 


PD: Does Pungent have any major-label aspirations? 


ALEX: Well, of course we want to get signed to a major label; I just 
don't think it's going to happen. We heard from one of the guys in 
Brutal Truth that Columbia was interested, but we haven't been contact- 
ed yet. No major label would let us put our records out the way we want 
to, anyway. Columbia wouldn't have put "Club Mondo Bizarre.." the way 
it was. We just like to do things our way, and a lot of people can't 
handle that- and we're only going to get more offensive.

PRIVATE DEATH PROUDLY PRESENTS: MERLE ALLIN(from the MURDER JUNKIES) --- 


PD: Thanks for granting me this interview, Merle. 
MERLE: Hey, no problem. I've got another one at 6:00. 
PD: So what's been going on with you since G.G...."split"? 


MERLE: I'm still with the Murder Junkies- we didn't split up. We're 
just short a vocalist, obviously. 


PD: Have you gigged with any new singers? 


MERLE: We touredin June with Jeff from Anti-Seen on vocals. About a 
month or so later, we got Mike Hudson from the Pagans. We've had a real 
hard time getting shows, though. It took almost a year after G.G. died 
to get clubs to let us play. We did the Meatmen show in August, and a 
show with Anal Cunt about a month ago. 


PD: So Mike Hudson is the current vocalist? 


MERLE: No, we had to fire him. He just didn't have any balls, y'know? 
He lacked the right attitude. I mean, we weren't looking for a clone of 
G@.G. or anything like that, just someone who could handle the touring 
and the content of the show itself-he just couldn't take it. We tried 
this performance art type of thing onstage in which we were dealing 
with blood, drinking it and shit, and he just fuckin’ freaked. 


PD: So you're still singer-less? 


MERLE: We were for a short while, but we just got Mike from the band 
Denied. We've only rehearsed with him, though. 


PD: Do you expect him to work out in the long run? 


MERLE: Oh yeah! He's fuckin' great! He's got that attitude and stage 
charisma we were looking for. Mike doesn't do like all the other people 
who've tried out, just trying to duplicate G.G. He's got the whole 
picture, the whole concept- that we're not just about pissing on the 
crowd or starting riots...I mean we liked when that stuff happened, but 
we don't live to do just those things, y'know? Yeah, Mike's fuckin' 
great. 


PD: Any new material coming out soon? 

MERLE: We hope to get into the studio soon- we've got songs written and 
ready to record right now, we just haven't had a steady enough singer 
to record the vocals. There might be a new record out sometime in mid- 
winter, then maybe a tour after that- we'd like to go to Europe..that 
would help us out a lot. 

PD: How has your personal life changed since G.G. died? 


MERLE: Oh, fuck- I'm busier than ever now. There's been so much going 


on. I'm taking care of stuff G.G. used to take care of....Obviously, I 
miss him 'cause he was my brother an he were extremely close. We 
thought a lot alike, it's just G.G. acted out on whatever ideas he had, 
where I'm just, I don't know, the laid-back one.We grew up really close 
and I rally understood where he was coming from, what he stood for. I 
mean, you can't help but grow up close when you're rained in an 
extremely small town with your typical red-necks, farmers, and jocks 
and shit. You grow close for protection's sake, so you don't have to 
put up with people's shit. Not too many people fucked with us anyway, 
though! The thing I think I miss the most about G.G. was that intensity 
and that.."electricity" you got when you hung around him. You always 
knew something was going to happen when you went out with him, and I 
miss that excitement the most. 


PD: When did G.G. start to deviate from "the weird guy from a small 
town" into what he ended up being? 


MERLE: Oh he started that shit out early- he wore fuckin' dresses to 
high school and shit. He was into that whole Iggy Pop/New York Dolls 
trip, you know with the makeup and shit. 


PD: Were your early concerts as crazy as the later ones? 


MERLE: Not really, but they were extreme for those times, the late 
70's and shit, y'know. G.G. would start fights in the clubs and break 
tables, just trashing the place- your typical “bar-room" brawl type of 
shit. 


PD: When did he start doing the really nefarious stuff, like throwing 
his feces on the audience? 


MERLE: That was around the mid-80's, I think. 
PD: What do you think caused that change? 


MERLE: I still haven't figured that out, man! It probably started with 
him trying something out once, and he just stuck with it. 


PD: Do you think he orchestrated it, like for the notoriety? 


MERLE: Oh no, not at all...as a matter of fact, he ended up getting 
really tired of being remembered for being “that guy who pisses on the 
crowd and shits on stage" and all that shit...Although it's not like he 
didn't bring a lot of it on himself! It did piss him off really bad, 
though, when he saw all those assholes in the audience who were there 
just to see the freak show that was G.G. It got to the point to where 
he would ayoid doing that shit altogether, just to piss people off. And 
the thing with G.G. was, he just hated his fuckin' fans, y'know? If 
they begged him to do something, that's precisely when he'd refuse to 
do it- he'd get pissed when he saw all those fucks out there, ‘cause he 
didn't want people to be there just to see him throw shit on people. He 
really wanted them to listen to his lyrics, to just get the whole 
picture, y'know? Most of those assholes just missed the point. And he 
was really abusive of his fans, y'know? He hated every fuckin' one of 
them, and they would always come back for more, those assholes! They 
would love him to death before a show, but after the show, they'd be 
storming the stage, trying to kill us. I remember more than one time 
when we had to be escorted secretly out the back and into a car ‘cause 
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it go% so bad. But the funny thing is, next time we'd come around. 
all those same assholes would be there, just fu oom beggin' for more 
abuse...it was hilarious...those pricks! ae :

MERLE: 4fter five years back in the '70's, they Zust grew apart. She 
wanted te settle down, and that was just around the time that we formed 
the Jabbers, and G.G. was ready to go fuckin’ wild. They weren't 
compatible anymore. The funny thing is, she was never the type of woman 
you'd expected G.G. to marry- she was totally into the whole Yuppie 
thing, dressing all professional end shit. 


PD: Did they have any childrer? 


MERLE: No, THEY didn't. But G.G. DOES have an 8-year old daughter by 
another woman. I'm not gonna reveal any names, though- I don't want her 
or the mother te get any shit over it. 


PD: Does she know who and what her father was? 


MERLE: Well, she wes really young when she saw him last, so I doubt she 
knows the “whole story." She mey eventually learn it all when she's 
older- it just depends on how she's raised. I saw her at the funeral, 
and she looks dead-on G.G. when he was that age. It's freaky. man.

MERLE: Oh fuck yesh! G.G. was like this fuckin' split personality, each 
pert hting for control.” There wes the “Kevin"(G.G.'s reel name) 
side, who didn't heve the need for the macho, "I-nate-everybecy" atti- 
tude that the "G.G. efde" had. The G.G. part of him wes in control mes 
of tne time: Kevin didn't really come cro much excerpt when he was 
with me end was able to relax and drop the attitude. 


PD: Is there any unreleased music that you plan to put out? 


MERLE: The thing with that is, any idea that popped out of G.G.'s head 
eventually made it's way into being a song. He was always coming up 
with shit, and the first thing he'd wanna do was get into a studio and 
record it, so actually there isn't really much you could call “unre- 
leased." The only thing I can think of is this song we did when we made 
the "Gimme Some Head" single; I think it's called “Occupation"- I'm not 
sure, though, ‘cause I haven't heard {t in a long time. I DID fine this 
fuckin’ ancient-ass reel-to-reel recording of a jam we cid just before 
we formed the Jabbers. I'll probably put all that shit out, eventually. 
Speaking of recordings and shit, I just want to let anyone listening 
that I hate that piece-of-shit “Bloody Mess" record on that fuckin' 
scam label, Black and Blue- that fuckin’ "Insult And Injury” shit.

That was the thing- it was a wild-ass concert, 
lasting all™of maybe ter s, and G.¢. was so fuckin' high-strung 
and coked out, jus fuc cing off people...actusliy. that's the 
way he was for all > eho nen he got on-stage, he wes blind. and 
it didn't metter wha you we if he felt like fucking with you, thet's 
what he'd do. He gust loved that totel freedom he felt on-stage t~ do 
whatever he wantee and just let ovt all his anger from eeriier in the 
day. The sefest place to be et one of our shows was...right behind him, 
in the band. There's no way G.G. was ready to go- he had so many plans, 
too much money in the bank.
